Piggery protest 
in Australia 


Melbourne 
ALF news 

Animal Liberation 
Front activists wrecked 
three butcher shops in 
the Melbourne suburb of 
Hawthorn recently. Ac¬ 
cording to newspaper re¬ 
ports (Nov 23) bricks were 
thrown through three 
butcher shop windows 
and graffiti was left say¬ 
ing 'This is the ALF" and 
"meat is murder". Dam¬ 
age to the three shops 
was estimated at $2000, 
$2500 and $1600. 


Australian activists 
had a major victory 
against the pig farming 
industry recently. 33 ac¬ 
tivists were arrested after 
they sneaked into a pig¬ 
gery in the early hours of 
the morning and chained 
themselves to the sow 
stalls. The activists filmed 
the conditions inside and 
footage was broadcast on 
every major news chan¬ 
nel in New South Wales. 

The piggery used 
cruel metal neck tethers 


to keep the sows from 
moving in their stalls. The 
tethers were so tight that 
flesh had grown over them 
and several pigs had mag¬ 
goty sores around the 
tethers. 

Before the activists 
were even released from 
the police station, the 
State Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture went on TV saying 
the piggeries had three 
months to stop using the 
tether system or they 
would be prosecuted.

In September protest¬ 
ers climbed on the roof of 
a Wellington Supermar¬ 
ket. Two protesters, one 
dressed as a giant bunny 
and the other as Doctor 
Death, unfurled a banner 
reading “Gillette Tortures 
Animals” on the roof of 


the Wakefield Street New 
World supermarket. In¬ 
side, protesters released 
helium filled balloons with 
anti animal testing mes¬ 
sages dangling beneath 
them. 

Protesters occupied 
the roof for about 30 min¬ 
utes while others handed 
out leaflets at the main 
entrance to the supermar¬ 
ket. Police arrived, but no 


arrests were made, much 
to the disappointment of 
the supermarket manage¬ 
ment. 

The protesters then 
moved across the road 
and performed street 
theatre, involving “Doctor 
Death” chasing “Chester 
the Bunny” with a giant 
syringe. A week later the 
giant bunny appeared on 
the roof of Unichem phar¬ 



macy in Willis St, Wel¬ 
lington. Again leaflets 
were handed out to cus¬ 
tomers and again the 
cops let everyone go at 
the end. 

Anti Gillette stalls and 
protests have also hap¬ 
pened in Dunedin and 
Auckland.

After an ALF group reported its actions to the 
Christchurch Press, the paper investigated and found 
that ALF activity in Christchurch was quite wdespread. 
The resulting publicity led to animal rights 
spokespeople being interviewed on TV and on Radio 
Pacific about animal rights and vegetarianism. 

When direct action and sabotage is reported in 
the media it inspires others to take action and it lets 


animal abusers know that people are prepared to put 
them out of business. If you are part of an active ALF 
group and want to tell the media about an illegal ac¬ 
tion be very careful. Post them a letter with no finger¬ 
prints or other evidence on it and don't write in your 
own handwriting. Either use a typewiter that can't be 
traced to you, or write in block capitals. Never phone 
the media on a private phone.

Police say the Animal Uhcralion Front 
irregularly runs campaigns in Auckland, 
Wellington, and Christchurch. 

The group is thought to l>c responsible 
for recent vandalism in Christchurch 
where butcher shops, moat processors, 
and fast-food nutlets have lx?en subjected 
to damage and graffiti that amounted 7 to 
an estimated $25,000. 

One butcher said he had !>ccn targeted 
four to five times, and an anonymous 
caller to "The IYess” said the "protest 
campaign as economic salxitage” would 
continue. He said it was targeted at 
businesses associated with meat because 
"they made money off the murder of 
animals." He said legal means did not 
work, "so you have to break things." 

Detective Senior Sergeant John Rae, of 
the Christchurch police, said investi¬ 
gations were continuing. 

A national police headquarters spokes¬ 
man said the Animal Lil>cration Front

was a group to which “nobody admits to 
belonging. They arc unidentified. Hut 
obviously they are politically inclined to 
the aiiU-viviscctionists,” lie said. 

He said attacks, mostly in Auckland, 
Wellington, and Christchurch, had been 
evident since 11)88. Overseas there were 
similar problems, particularly in Britain. 

The attacks in New Zealand seemed to 
be associated with particular events such 
as Daffodil Day for cancer research, 
liecau.se the protesters said they objected 
to animals licing used in research. 

The national coordinator for Save

. Scaly, said then that it was the first of its 
kind on a New Zealand KFC outlet in the 
last four years. 

In Britain animal rights extremists, 
who have been linked to arson and bomb¬ 
ings, sent booby-trapped parcels to Prince 
Charles at Sandringham. One, a primed 
mechanical rat-trap with razor blades* 
glued to iLs metal edge, was sent to the 
Prince after his decision to take his sons 
on their first fox hunt last October. 

It was thought to be the first time a 
member of the Royal Family had been 
targeted by animal righLs protesters. 

In Dcccmlicr 11)1)4 an activist whose 
actions were likened to terrorism by a 
British judge, was jailed for 14 years for 
attacks on meat industry targcLs. Keith 
Mann, described as dangerous and 
fanatical by the judge, admitted seven 
charges of vandalism at an abattoir, and 
the planned torching of a battery farm.

Police study meat protest acts 

RSPGA regards animal rights vandals as ‘maverick fringe’

PAPATOETOE butcher 
Steve Ewan arrived at his 
shop early Tuesday morning 
to find it the target of animal 
rights activists. 

A brick was thrown through 
the front window of his shop, 
Puhinui Butchers. Spray 
painted on the glass were anti¬ 
meat slogans and the initials 
ALF •*— which he believes 
stands for Animal Liberation 
Front 

A Papatoetoe butcher for 12 
years, this is the first time Mr 
Ewan has been targeted by animal 
rights campaigners and he cannot 
understand why they picked on 
him. 

“Why target one small butcher 
like me?" he asks. 

He is afraid the vandals will re¬ 
turn and does not know what to do 
to stop them. 


“People have said to me, get an 
alarm, but that’s not going to stop 
people throwing things through a 
window," he says. 

Anthony Terry, the national co¬ 
ordinator for SAFE (Save Animals 
From Exploitation), says his organ¬ 
isation does not condone vandal¬ 
ising butcher shops but he can un¬ 
derstand the motive for doing it 

He says animal rights activists 
get frustrated with trying to 
change animal welfare in New 
Zealand and resort to this type of 
activity. 

Mr Terry says butcheries in 
Christchurch have been targeted 
recently but the initials ALF were 
not sprayed anywhere. 

The Animal Liberation Front is a 
radical group founded in England 
about 20 years ago. The organisa¬ 
tion consists of a loose membership 
of small groups or individuals who 
have raised awareness of their be¬ 
liefs by destroying or vandalising 
the property of meat producers and 
retailers.

Mac sign. Not bad for a 
single night! 

AUCKLAND: ALF 
visit six butchers in 
Papatoetoe, Pt Chevalier 
and Westmere, smashing 
wndows and painting slo¬ 
gans. Pork market shop 
vandalised. Ingham 
chicken plant covered in 
slogans.Then they visit 
the home of Lois Armiger, 
vivisector, and paint slo¬ 
gans. Laura Mumaw, di¬ 
rector of Auckland Zoo 
gets house and car paint 
strippered and grafittied. 

AUCKLAND: Several 
butcher shops painted 
and superglued. Cancer 
Society HQ painted with 
slogans. Inghams 
Chicken processing plant 
covered in slogans. 
Dunninghams meat sup¬ 
pliers get painted and two 
windows smashed. 


Shell Oil 

After the Nigerian mili¬ 
tary government ex¬ 
ecuted eight Ogoni pro¬ 
testers, there were pro¬ 
tests against Nigeria and 
Shell Oil in NZ and 
around the world. Shell 
Oil are responsible for 
these murders and 
should not be allowed to 
get away with them. Ani¬ 
mal Info is pleased to re¬ 
port that according to 
newspaper reports, at 
least one Shell petrol sta¬ 
tion in Auckland has 
been vandalised by pro¬ 
testers and in Wellington 
a Shell station was cov¬ 
ered in red paint and slo¬ 
gans. Keep up the good 
work who ever you are! 

SINGAPORE 

Animal activists have 
been smashing up 
McDonald's outlets in Sin¬ 
gapore. Hopefully we will 
have more details in the 
next issue. 


The cops in England 
are very paranoid! In Sep¬ 
tember members of the 
Hampshire CID stopped 
twj animal libbers in their 
car because they had a 
caketin in the back seat. 
The caketin contained a 
vegan chocolate cake so 
the activists were arrested 
and accused of attempt¬ 
ing to place an inciendary 
device. Twenty hours 
later the cops finally fig¬ 
ured out that the cake 
shaped object was in fact 
a cake. So the charges 
of "Conspiracy to plant an 
inciendary device" were 
changed to "Conspiracy 
to plant a hoax device"! 
Eventually the police let 
one person go but 
charged the other with 
assaulting an officer. 


The big news in 
Canada right now has 
been the recent raids on 
twa British Columbian fur 
farms with nearly 8,000 
mink released by ALF 
activists. The details as 
they stand right noware: 

Oct 24th 

Near Chilliwack, B.C. 
- 2400 mink released at 
Reg and Lydia Dargartz’s 
furfarm in the early morn¬ 
ing hours, breeding infor¬ 
mation also destroyed. 

Nov. 14th 

Aldergrove, B.C. - 
5000 mink released at 
Fred Rippen’s fur farm. In 
the early morning shortly 
after security guards had 
made their regular 
rounds, ALF activists us¬ 
ing bolt cutters cut 
through fences, opened 
every cage and destroyed 
70 years of breeding in¬ 
formation. The mink were 
due to be killed in a cou¬ 
ple weeks by carbon 
monoxide gassing.' 


For the third time 
since July, the Campaign 
Agai nst th e Fur T rade co- 
ordinated disruptions 
across the United States. 

Twenty-six activists 
were arrested Friday, Nov. 
24 in a dozen cities from 
San Francisco to 
Syracuse as they caused 
disruptions in department 
stores that continue to 
sell fur. 

In Chicago Fur-Free 
Friday was a loud and en¬ 
ergetic affair, complete 
with activists in costumes 
as live “animals” in traps. 
As they were dragged 
through the city by “trap¬ 
pers”, their legs bled pro¬ 
fusely, compliments of a 
number of bottles of

'They say we are ter¬ 
rorists and criminals with 
no respect for property.

Many bullhorns 
were used, which vastly 
increased the volume over 
past years. 

The few insensitive 
souls who decided to 
w/ear furs were thanked 
personally by the “trap¬ 
pers” who reminded them 
that the cruelty of furs 
could not go on without 
them. A number of them 
took off running, while one 
was reduced to tears. I 
wish I could truthfully say 
that I felt bad for her, but 
that would be a lie. 
Guess I’ll have to work on 
the compassion thing a 
little more.
